Congressmen and Political Polls 


Professional politicians will say they 


read political polls with careful reserva- 
tions, as indeed everyone should, but there 
are few politicians who will neglect the op- 
portunity of learning whatever they can 
from a poll. Congress is loaded with profes- 
sional politicians but when Congressional 
Quarterly asked the members to name the 
strongest ticket for their particular party 
they could not resist. For the Democrats, 
170 members responded which was 49 per 
cent of the 'total. For the Republicans, 112 
responded which was 60 percent of the Re- 
publican membership. 


In January, 1960, 37 per cent of the 


Democrats in Congress voting named Sen. 
Johnson as a leading candidate He received 
37 per cent of the votes. In July, 1959, in a 
similar poll he had 32 per cent and in Jan- 
uary, 1959, 14 per cent. In the most recent 
poll, Sen. Symington was the second choice 
for the presidential nomination with 21 
per cent. He had garnered 18 per cent of 
the vote in July, 1959, and 33 per cent in 
January, 1959. Kennedy was third with 16 
votes. In July, 1959. he had registered 17 
and the same number in January, 1960. 
Stevenson was fourth. He had started with 
12 per cent in January, 1959, climbed to 18 
per cent in July, 1959, and dropped back to 
10 per cent in January, 1960. 


In the Republican poll there was no 


competition for Vice President Nixon who 
received 106 of the 112 votes cast. Five of 
the votes went for Gov. Rockefeller and 
one to Sec. of the Treasury Robert B. An- 
derson. Thus Mr. Nixon had 95 per cent of 
the votes in January, 1960. He had had 84 
per cent in July, 1959, as against 14 per 
cent for Mr. Rockefeller and he had 78 per 
cent in January, 1959. as against 17 per 
cent for Mr. Rockefeller. 


The pollsters noted that Johnson, as a 


leading candidate of the congressional vot- 
ers, also was a regional candidate since he 
received 46 of his 63 votes from the South, 
3 from the East. 4 from the Midwest and 
10 from the West. Symington had a more 
balanced score with 10 votes from the 
South. 8 from the East. 15 from the Mid- 
west and 2 from the West. Kennedy re- 
ceived only one vote from the South, 16 
from the East, 6 from the Midwest and 5 
from the West. 


On the other hand. Vice President 


Nixon's vote was spread more evenly across 
the nation. He received all five of the Re- 
publican ballots from southern members, 


all 22 from the western members. He re- 
ceived 34 eastern votes, 44 midwestern 
votes and 1 vote from an unspecified area. 
Rockefeller's five votes came on eastern bal- 
lets and Anderson's one was from the Mid- 
west. 


More interesting perhaps was the vote 


for vice president. The Democratic group 
went all out for Sen. Kennedy for vice 
president^ In that contest he received 53 
per cent of the votes. His nearest competi- 
tor was Gov. Brown of California who re- 
ceived 7 per cent. In January, 1959, Ken- 
nedy had 41 per cent of the votes and in 
July, 1959, 49 per cent. 


In the Republican column, Gov. Rocke- 


feller was the leading candidate for vice 
president. He received 38 per cent of the 
votes for that office in January which was 
slightly less than the 53 per cent he had 
received in July, 1959, but well ahead of 
the 21 per cent he had received in January, 
1959. His nearest competitor in' the most 
recent poll was Rep. Charles A. Halleck of 
Indiana who had 12 per cent of the votes. 


Both of'the leading candidates for vice 


president, Sen. Kennedy and Gov. Rocke- 
feller, have said they will not accept second 
place. However, it is quite possible that one 
or both of them will have a change of 
heart before the conventions close. It has 
been pointed out often lately that the vice 
presidency is a pretty good job these days. 
It pays $40,000 a year and it offers many 
privileges and opportunities for service if it 
is handled as President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon have indicated it 
should be handled. During the past seven 
years Mr. Nixon has never lacked for op- 
portunities for useful service. He has suc- 
ceeded in becoming the leading and in fact 
practically the only candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination. Because of his ex- 
ceptional training under President Eisen- 
hower he has an excellent chance of be- 
coming the next president. 


No rational business organization with 


an executive so highly trained would think 
for a moment of looking elsewhere for a 
successor to the head of the company if the 
principal executive should retire. Thus it is 
quite possible that Mr. Nixon's 'history may 
establish a precedent. It is probable that 
the American people will expect their vice 
presidents to be trained to succeed the 
president and that the office of vice presi- 
dent will become the principal stepping 
stone to the presidency in the future. 


Closing in on the Common Cold 


The common cold research unit of 


Great Britain's Medical Research Council at 
Salisbury, England, announced recently 
that it had succeeded in isolating the com- 
mon cold virus and in growing a culture in 
the laboratory. 


This announcement was hailed by Brit- 


ish newspapers and scientists as a break- 
through in the age-old battle against the 
common cold. Work has been started in an 
attempt to develop a cold vaccine. 


The story is that a member of the re- 


search team caught cold and through an ac- 
cident found a virus from his body growing 
in a laboratory experiment. 


Many times before there have been re- 


ports of important breakthroughs in the 
war against common colds. However, in all 
previous instances the reports have been 
found to be based more upon hopes than 


scientific fact. That no important success 
has been made in this direction may ac- 
count for much of the enthusiasm with 
which this new discovery is reported. It 
also may be that the popular reports are 
more optirnisic than are warranted. The 
medical scientists at the laboratory have 
cautioned that much more research is 
necessary to establish whether the viruses 
are in fact cold germs. And the scientists 
add that "a firm answer should be possible 
within the next year." 


We should not expect too much from 


this report which appears to be no more 
definite than many previous ones but in 
this particular season of the year, when the 
common cold and the flu are present in al- 
most every household, it is cheery news 
to hear that those carrying on the scientific 
war against the common cold have at least 
a glimmer of hope.

Now I want to make if! 


clear that I am on the side 
of the family farmer — I 
am for family size farms. To 
be sure the Fox valley must • 
recognize the importance of 
the family farm to the econ- 
omy. If we were to liquidate 
these farmers by 
forcing 


them from the land, the only 
place left for them would be 
the cities and towns com- 
peting in the mills and fac- 
tories for jobs. 


The New York Herald calls 


this problem an albatross 
hung from our national neck. 
I agree that if it is an alba- 
tross at all it should be hung 
from the national neck and 
not from the farmer's neck, 
why should we belittle our 
farmers for being the most 
efficient producers in the 
world.

The farmer can be in- 
duced to reduce production 
but is that really necessary? 
I don't think that our farm 
production must be cutback 
as far as the Department of 
Agriculture says. If as much 
effort were put into formu- 
lating a national food and 
fiber program as in the en- 
ergies expended attempting 
to cut production, I am in- 
clined to believe that our 
present farm output would 
not be producing a surplus. 


America's 
farm policies 


need to be examined and 
clarified in terms of objec- 
tives sought in the nation's

er. 


We need a program that 


really does something about 
surpluses. A program that 
will make better use of what 
we have and adjust produc- 
tion to meet all possible 
needs. A national food policy 
is needed that will be closely 
aligned with a farm policy so 
the nation can gear its pro- 
ductive resources to the 
needs of humanity at home 
and abroad. This should be 
the plan instead of merely 
producing to fill government 
storage bins. 


V>'e must realize that the 


country will have to pay one 
way or the other. ,It seems 
that it would be cheaper and 
far wiser to mobilize our 
agricultural abundance in a 
fight for peace than mobilize 
our sons and economy for 
war.
